JEDEDIAH S. SMITH. 

The first American to cross the 
Sierra Mountains and enter California 
overignd was Jedediah 8. Smith, a man 
whose services as an explorer have 
not yet received their due recognition. 
The information concerning Smith is 
meager. It is known that at the time 
he made his first expedition to Cali- 
fornia he had already gained the repu- 
tation among trappers of being an ad- 
venturous and fearless plainsman, and 
at the same time an honorable and re- 
Hable man. He was 4 partner of W. 
H. Ashley, of the Rocky Mountain Fur 
Company, which was the first in the 
field and which really opened up the 
Rocky Mountain region to the world. 
Sublette and Jackson were members of 
the same company. Smith set out 
from the post of the fur company, 
near Great Salt Lake, August 22, 1826, 
according to the best ‘authorities, al- 
though some writers put the date 1824. 
This was just half a century after 
Escalante’s 
of fifteen hunters and trappers, Smith 
proposed to find a “new country.” 
which had not yet been occupied by 
trappers. 
| He traveled !n a southerly direction, 
traversing the lake then called Ashiey. 
the Timpaganos of Fecalante’s time, 
to which Smith himself gave the name 
of Uta. He continued southwest until 
he reached a river to which he gave 
the name of Adams, in honor of Presi- 
dent John Quincy Adams. This was 
the Virgin River of the Spaniards. 
After a ten days march, still in the 
same direction, through the country 
of the Pah Utes, he recrossed the same 
stream and after two days came to 
the function of the Adams with what 
he calls the “Seedskeder”’ or “Siskidee” 
River—the Colorado. This he de- 
scribes as a stream full of shallows 
and rapids and flowing through a 
sterile country. From here he went on 
until he reached a fertile wooded val- 
ley, occupied by the Amafobs, or Mo- 
javes, where the party rested for thir- 
teen days, meeting with the great 
kindness from the natives. 

Here he found two neophytes from 
the San Gabriel mission who guided 
him across the Colorado desert and 
through the Cajon Pass, it is sup- 

„ to San Gabriel mission. The 
unexpected arrival of a party of Amer- 
Jeans from a direction that had been 
eonsifered safeguarded by nature 
created something of an excitement in 
California. The government did not 
desire forsign intrusion and especially 
Amertcan intrusion from the interior. 
The officials did not extend the glad 
hand to these first tourists. Indeed, 
the authorities at once placed the en- 
tire party under arrest and Smith was 
taken to San Diego that Gov. Echan- 
dia might decide what was to be done 
with him. Had it not been for the 
assistance of several American sea- 
captains, who happened to be in the 
port of San Diego at that time, mat- 
ters might have gone badly with the 
adventurous Smith. As it was, he was 
ordered to leave the country at once. 
He left by traveling northward unt!! 
he reached the Sacramento Valley. On 
account of the snow he could not cross 
the Sierras and he remained in whe 
valley, trapping successfully in the 
meantime, until May, when with two 
men he worked his way through the 
mountains to Great Galt un- 
doubtedly the first white man to travel 
over this route, which was dest.

Fremont 
describes the trail thus: Although in 
California we had met people who had 
passed over this trail, we nad been 
able to obtain no correct Information 
about it.“ (This seems rather singular 
when it is remembered that the trail 
had been in frequent use for the past 
twelve or thirteen years.) The greater 
part of what we had heard we found 
to be only a tissue of falsehoods. It 
was described as a tolerably good. 
sandy road, with so little rock as 
scarcely to require the animals to be 
shod; and we found it the rougnest 
and rockiest we had ever seen in the 
country, and which nearly destroyed 
our band of fine mules and horses. 
Many animals are destroyed on it 
every year by a disease called foot 
evil, and a traveler should never ven- 
ture on it. without having his animals 
well shod and carrying extra shoes.” 

The party met with some exciting 
adventures in following this trail. On 
April 24 a Mexican and a boy came 
into camp and reported that their 
party had been attacked by Indians, 
and that they were the only survivors. 
At a spring a few miles farther on 
the mutilated bodies were found, while 
the mother of the boy and another 
woman were missing. Kit Carson and 
Godey, who were of Fremont's expedi- 
tion, started in pursuit of the murder- 
ers. Of their success, Col. Fremont 
writes: “Their object accomplished, 
tney gathered up all the remaining 
horses (stolen from the ;-slaughtered 
Mexicans.) fifteen in number, returned 
upon their trail, and rejommed us on

On Thursday, December 15, 1857, a 
sad procession set out from San Ber- 
nardino. Most of these people had, 
through many hardships, 
comfortable homes and considerable 
property. They had built up a thrifty 
settlement, planted out orchards and 
vineyards, built sawmills and a grist 
mill, which supplied a large territory. 
Now they were suddenly called upon 
to leave all. Some of the faithful sac- 
rificed the result of six years’ labor 
for an “outfit” with which to make 
the return journey; others sold their 
farms, with all their improvements, 
for the proverbial song; a few refused 
to obey the command of the church 
and others returned, later on, to their 
San Bernardino homes.

Mr. Henry Watterson, the famous ed- 
itor of the Louisville Courier-Journal, 
in commenting on Mr. Roosevelt's re- 
ply to Prof. Ross and approving it, 

says: 

“The preas is an institution, and all 
legitimately, objects 
of criticism when they fail to meet 
with the approval of persons of critical 
bent. Moreover, the press is primari- 
ly, or, at least, secondarily, a critic, 
claiming as its prerogative the right to 
discuss the quick and the dead, and 
to cuss either or both if the occasion 
warrants the profanity. It is, upon 
this account, incumbent upon the press 
to hear its critics amiably, and to de- 
bate its faults and their charges ami- 
cably. No criticism that is sincere 
should arouse resentment, provided the 
person who undertakes it is not handi- 
capped by a disabiing ignorance of 
the subject he tackles, or a dis- 
qualifying prejudice against the in- 
stitution he attacks. When Prot. 
Edward Ross published in the Atlan- 
tic Monthly an article muckraking 
the American newspapers, the Courier- 
Journal ventured to point out certain 
inaccuracies as to facts and defects 
of logic, and a few errors in conclu- 
sions which marked the article as the 
output of a mind unfamiliar with the 
affairs of the work-a-day world and 
the conduct of newspapers. 

“Prof. Ross's charges boil down to 
the allegation that the press leaves 
undone pretty nearly everything it 
ought to do, and does nearly every- 
thing it ought not to do. Additional 
sine consist partiy in doing those 
which it ought to leave undone and do- 
ing the bidding of those who never 
leave the people undone. The crimes 
charged are monstrous. If the ac- 
cused were guilty, nothing but the ex- 
treme penalty would vindicate the law 
or protect society from future harm. 

“As Mr. Rosewater insists, rivalry, 
and the unwillitighess of newspapers 
to be beaten, develop most of the 
news that is worth printing and a 
good deal that isn't. If one journal 
suppresses a ‘story,’ it pops up upon 
the front page of a competitor. But 
editors di as to news values, 
and outside of editorial rooms there 
are some countless who have 
different opinions as to what is news, 
and divergent views as to what policy 
the press should pursue. Many of 
them may honestly and innocently be- 
lieve that whenever a given newspaper 
does not meet with their critical ap- 
proval, a combination of corruption 
and ignorance lie behind its imag- 
med failure to discharge ita full duty. 

“Prof. Ross’s assault upon the press 
as an institution has no value, either 
as constructive or destructive criti- 
cism. It neither points the pathway 
upward nor lays a monster low. If its 
spirit was engendered by a grilling of 
the educator by certain newspapers, it 
may be put down as a ‘piece of logic 
in the world,

The tendency to place a 
premiam on sensational news has 
stimulated the imagination of the re- 

ers and whetted the appetite of 
he readers for still ter sensations, 
The outcome has the tauck- 
raking and yellow press. 

Many newspapers do not fairly give 
beth sides of public questions. 

They are influenced cither by per- 
sonal or partisan bias or by selfish 
considerations, as any other business 
usually is. While the editorial page 
may strive to be fair and just, the 
buciness office is always “counting 
the house.“ 

If sensations pay, the natural infer- 


ence is that the reader and the ad- 


vertiser, whose patronage supports 
the publication, give preference to the 
sensational sheets. A newspaper abun- 
dantiy endowed, so that it could be 
absolutely fearless in the expression of 
its opinions, could afford to try the 
experiment that the late Henry J. 
Raymond of the New York Times its 
said to have had in mind just previous 
to his untimely death, namely, the 
employment of the most talented and 
— writers on the reportorial 


The men who reported the every- 
day news would thus bring to bear, in 
performance of their tasks, 
only the culture of a higher education, 
but also a well-seasoned and conserva- 
tive judgment, which would not tol- 
erate the subjection of the truth to 
the demands of the sensational. 

The public reads too much and 
thinks too little, re, writ- 
ere for the press should be thought- 
ful, judiciai-minded and profoundly 
impressed with their responsibility.

Is it surprising that prosperity halted? 
Mr. Hearst, coming out of the walks 
of private life, shows to us, through 
the success of his publications and 
through his own prominence in public 
affairs, what can be done with unlim- 
ited capital by any one who earnestly 
and vigorously seeks, through the me- 
dium of the press, to impress his views 
upon the public. I have_no doubt that 
“the captains of industry” who have 
thelr side to present and their argu- 
ments to make, would have stood in 
an entirely different attitude in the 
public mind it they had met the 
charges and insinuations against them 
openly, earnestly and defiantly. If 
they have suffered, it is because they 
have not done so. Deep down in the 
human heart resides a sense of fair 
play, and to this the appeal should 
have been made. Errors, mistakes and 
wrongs should have been admitted. No 
business and no man is free from 
them. The defense should have been. 
set forth so clearly, logically and con- 
clusively that the great jury of the 
Carnegie may thin no

Any and 
all means employed to keep 
places vacant eVen to the ruin of the 
employer’s business are defended. A 
strike that does not injure the em- 
ployer so seriously that he is glad to 
end it on the strikers’ terms lacks the 
essence of a strike in the union, view. 
As one labor paper put it, in comment- 
ing on the Danbury 
“The existing situation is equivalent 
to telling us that we have a right to 
strike in self-defense, but that if the 
blow hurts we will be punished.” 
There is the union definition of a 
strike—a “blow” at the business with 
which the strikers have severed con-

It is not entirely self-supporting, 
requiring some financial aid, so by the 
t of $150 per year an orphan 
half orphan boy may be placed 
under the best of mental and 
influences, to receive a thorough- 
good education, and be taught va- 
us excellent trades, which may en- 
edie him to become a good and useful 
American citizen in the future. The 
Scholarship which we are mothering 
has been named ‘Sunshine scholarship,’ 
fm honor of our branch.

During the year past we have 
netted $850 of our income from this 
source alone. Some of the Sunshine 
branches established in the smaller 
towns of Southern California have also 
sold our Year Books, making. their 
Christmas in this way. This is ‘Sun- 
shine’ three-fold, as each branch selling 
the Year Books not only adds to its 
own treasury, but also to ours, and at 
the same time giving Snushine to the 
recipient of the book, with its many 
beautiful thoughts in poetry and prose. 
A smaller, but perhaps no less impor- 
tant and steady source of income has 
been that from the sale of Sunshine 
Pins and Sunshine Postal Cards. We 
have been most fortunate during the 
last year in having a splendid chair- 
man managing this part of the work, 
who has labored early and late for the 
success of her department and the 
good of the cause, Our choice of offi- 
cers to carry on the last year’s work 
was a very happy one. All have worked 
together in perfect harmony, with one 
accord, wholly and solely for the good 
of the organization. e feel most 
amply repaid for all our efforts 
have found our reward in the knowl- 
‘of a work well done, knowing we 
ha scattered sunshine w we 
could, and have lightened the lives 
and heavy burdens of many of God's 
less fortunate ones who must tread 
the darkened ways of life.

To John R. Kissinger of South Bend, 
Ind., the world owes the proof that 
yellow fever is transmitted by mos- 
quitoes, and Congress is just coming 
to a recognition of his sacrifice. When 
it became known among the American 
troops in Cuba that subjects were 
needed for experimental purposes, to 
prove the theary of the transmission of 
yellow fever, Kissinger, accompanied 
by another young private named John 
J. Moran, also from Ohio, volunteered 
their services. Dr. Reed talked the 
matter over with them, explaining 
fully the danger and suffering in- 
volved in the experiment should it be 
successful, and then, seeing they were 
determined, he stated that a definite 
money compensation would be made to 
them. 

Both young men declined to accept 

it, making it, indeed, their sole stipu- 
lation that they should receive no pe- 
cuniary reward, whereupon Maj. Reed 
touched his cap, saying, respectfully: 
Gentlemen, I salute you.” Reed's 
own words in his published account of 
the experiment on Kissinger are: “In 
my opinion, the exhibition of moral 
courage has never been surpassed in 
the annals of the army of the United 
States.“ 
Dr. Lazear and Dr. Carroll, who 
treated yellow fever and made the‘ex- 
periments, themselves died of the dis- 
ease. Dr. Walter Reed, who took part 
in the experiments, also is dead, Kis- 
singer was paralyzed in consequence 
of the experiments, and has been draw- 
ing a pension of $12 a month.
